REMARKS 

This communication is in response to the Office Action mailed on May 4, 2007. In that 
Office Action the Examiner rejected claimsl-4 and 6-9 under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph as 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter that the applicant regards 
as the invention. The Examiner also rejected claims 1-13 under 35 USC 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Duggan (US Publication no. 2003/0169781). The applicants have amended 
claims 1-6, 9 and 12 and cancelled claims 7, 8, and 11. Claims 1-6, 9, 10, 12 and 13 are now 
pending in the application. 

The applicants have amended claims 1-4, 6 and 9 and cancelled 7 and 8 to overcome the 
lack of antecedent basis for the respective limitations identified in the Office Action. The 
Applicants have also amended independent claims 1, 6 and 10 so that they incorporate the novel 
limitations of claim 4. These amendments are believe to overcome the rejection of claims 1-13 
under 35 USC 102(e). Withdrawal of the rejections is respectfully requested and passage of the 
application to allowance is respectfully requested.
